How to Control 
The Wild Mustard

There 
are many similar simpie tests that 
any farmer might conduct. The way 
to find out if a thing is good is to try 
it out, on a Small -cale at first, on 
yeur own farm. Do not plunge head- 
long into some new thing- the first 
time you hear of it. Try things side 
by side so'that a comparison may be 
made.’”
